VANCOUVER, B. C.; May 7 (AP) 
—Rescuers who parachuted to the 
aid of a pilot and student nurse, 
stranded for five days in forest- 
choked mountains after a plane 
crash, said today the couple must 
spend one more night in the wilds. 

The United States Coast Guard 
said the para-rescue men reported 
by radio that pilot Bill Grant, 30 
years old, Sheila Cure, 28, and their 
rescuers would not start their hike 
out of the treacherous mountain 
country until tomorrow. The three- 
man para-rescue crew dropped 
from Royal Canadian Air Force 
planes today. 

The two crash survivors had ad- 
vanced six miles tHrough the tan- 
gled forest and steep-walled can- 
yon since their plane piled into 
8000-foot Mount Hozomeen Mon- 
day.

WEST TO REVIEW 
GERMAN ISSUES 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
The United States, Britain and 
France quietly disclosed today that 
they will talk over major German 
questions before meeting with 
Russia in Paris two weeks hence. 

Without official fanfare, diplo- 
matic authorities in Washington, 
London and the French capital 
said that a review of their com- 
mon policies in western Germany 
was logical and necessary before 
the Council of Foreign Ministers 
meets. They asserted the Western 
powers were not in any sense 
“ganging up” on Russia. 

Nevertheless, developments spot- 
lighted the dramatic possibility 
that Russia will enter the confer- 
ence with a “divide and conquer” 
strategy toward the West. ‘The 
Western powers evidently antici- 
pate this and intend to reinforce 
their unity and establish their 
common policies ahead of time. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, the State Department said, 
is sending roving Ambassador 
Philip Jessup and department 
counselor Charles E. Bohlen, both 
top flight policy makers, to Paris 
late next week. They will meet 
high-ranking British and French 
officials. Acheson himself will go 
to Paris about a week later for 
his first full four-power meeting. 
He will sit down with Russia's 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky.  Britain’s 
Ernest Bevin and Robert Schu- 
man of France. 

The State Department said it 
was logical the preliminary three- 
power talks should be heid since 
the Western powers had agreed 
only last month on their own pro- 
gram for western Germany. This 
includes the establishment — 
against bitter Russian objection— 
of a western German government. 

A similar line was followed in 
London where a Foreign Office 


complete agreement on Germany. 
Then after Germans accepted the 
plans to set up their own govern- 
ment, Russia announced willing- 
ness to lift the blockade of Berlin 
provided mainly that the western 
nations would agree to a council 
of Fore Ministers meeting.

Some officials here believe that 
the Soviets hoped thereby to throw 
a monkey wrench into the western 
German political machinery in 
that they looked to the foreign 
ministers meeting at least to test 
and at most to disrupt the unity 
among the Western powers. 

Perhaps only after the Russians 
have sounded western strength 
and determination on whatever is- 
sues they choose to put forward 
can the West finally determine the 
Soviet attitude. This may bring 
out whether the Russians are pre- 
pared to make substantial conces- 
sions in their position on Germany 
and agree to the unification of the 
eastern and western zones and the 
establishment of an all-German 
federal republic. 

No forma! statement was made 
here in London or Paris, on the 
three-power talks. Some diplo- 
mats expected that M~scow, with 
a ready eye for a propaganda 
break, will come out with a “gang- 
ing up” charge in a few days. 
Such charges have hcen made by 
the Russians before.

the outstanding public service performed 
by an American newspaper in 1948 was ren- 
dered by the Nebraska State Journal, which 
managed to burrow beneath the thick hide 
of the G.O.P. elephant at a time when the 
Republican party was convinced that its 
only problem was deciding which of its 
members should be the next President of the 
United States. 

The Lincoln (Neb.) paper, with a com- 
bined morning and evening circulation of 
only 48,000, is one of the smallest to win 
journalism’s first prize in the 30-odd years 
since Columbia was charged under the late 
Joseph Pulitzer’s will with handing out these 
annual accolades. 

The award is unusual in other re- 
spects. The State Journal, unlike the 
usual Pulitzer prize winner, neither turned 
the rascals out of the statehouse nor — 
filied the penitentiary with malefactors 
of great wealth. As a matter of fact its

W HAT will happen to Mother Russia 

when Uncle Joe Stalin dies and goes 
wherever old Bolsheviks go when they 
die? ; 

Will a new dictator step into Stalin’s 
-shoes; Molotov perhaps, or maybe a man on 
horseback like Marshal Zhukov? Or will 
Stalin be the last of the Soviet czars, with 
the U.S.S.R. to be managed thenceforth by 
a more democratic Politburo? 

And what will happen to Moscow’s cold 
war, or hot war—whichever is prevailing at 
the time? Will it be carried on as before, 
or will it vanish even as the barbaric Mon- 
gol invasion of Europe was called off in the 
Middle Ages when the great Khan died? 

Such questions are part of a lively 
guessing game mow proceeding in the 
highest echelons of political, military and 
intellectual circles. Players of the game 
have included President Truman, Brit- 
ain’s wartime Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, General Walter Bedell Smith, 
until recently American Ambassador to 
Moscow, and Walter Duranty, dean of 
Russian correspondents. 

. The game is made more fascinating by the 
fact that the various guessers seem to agree 
only on one principal fact—that there is a | 
person named Stalin.

This vastly compli- 
cated the State Journal’s task, for all but 
two of the contenders were actively hostile 
to the “all star’ idea and their Nebraska 
supporters were trying their best to keep 
them off the ballot. Moreover, the state’s 
Republican organization, dominated by Sen- 
ator Hugh Butler, a staunch Taft man, took 
a dim view of the State Journal’s activity. 

Until the day of the balloting McConnell 
and his colleagues were sweating under the 
threat of court action which might have in- 
validated their petitions. This hazard was 
avoided, ‘McConnell believes, largely because 
the State Journal and the other newspapers 
which came aboard as the campaign pro- 
gressed managed to develop so much public 
enthusiasm for the wide open primary that 
no contender dared place himself in the 
position of forcibly rembdving his name from 
the ballot. The primary itself became a 
hot issue in Nebraska, with Republican pro- 
gressives under Governor Val Peterson en- 
thusiastically endorsing the State Journal’s 
activity and the Old Guard deriding it. 

In the end, Dewey, Stassen and Taft 
stumped the state. Warren made a personal 
appearance at a G.O.P. dinner. The Mac- 
Arthur men sent speakers in from Wiscon- 
sin. 

McConnell estimates that at least 60,- 
000 of the more than 90,000 Republican 
voters who finally voted in the primary 
heard one or more of the candidates dis- 
cuss the issues in the course of the cam- 
paign. This, he believes, made Nebraska's 
electorate the best-informed in the nation 
in 1948. 

The campaign’s most spectacular casualty 
was Senator Taft. He had publicly de- 
nounced the open primary before he began 
his swing of the courthouse towns, and he 
continued to belittle it even after he was 
actively participating in it. At one point he 
called the primary “‘silly,”’ while at the same 
time Martha Taft, campaigning in the other 
end of the state, was declaring it a wonder- 
ful idea.

The registration machin- 
ery, moving slowly into ac- 
tion, tempts all but the 
most ardent voter to re- 
main at home. Grand juries 
in each county nominate 
six men for _ registrars. 
Superior Court judges ap- 
point three of the six to 
conduct the new registra- 
tion. : 
New and unfamiliar forms are provided 

for examining and registering voters. The 
registrars—many of them reasonably sure 
to be Talmadgeites—determine whether a 
citizen can read “intelligently” or write 
“legibly” any section of the State or 
Federal Constitution. If he can do so, he . 
is presumed to be qualified. 

But if he fails to pass this examination 
he is subjected to a 30-question literacy 
test which might, incidentally, be made to 
require so much time as to discourage 
other prospective voters awaiting in line 
their turn to register. It has been estj- 
mated that about 15 per cent of past 
voters have been illiterate. 


To qualify, only 10 of the 30 questions 
must be answered correctly. Questions and 
answers have been published in advance. 


Typical Questions Asked 
Prospective Georgia Voters. 


The questions include: “Who is President 
of the United States? What is the term 
of office of the President of the United 
States? May the President of the United 
States be legally elected for a second term? 
If the President of the United States dies in 
office who succeeds him? How many groups 
compose the Congress of the United States? 
Who is the Governor of Georgia? Who is the 
Lieutenant Governor of Georgia? and who is 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Georgia? Who is the: ordinary of your 
county? Who is the judge of the Superior 
Court of your circuit? Who is the solicitor 
general of your circuit? 


As indicated, the only established body 
which may be counted on to “get out the 
vote” is the Talmadge organization. No 
opposing group of state-wide consequente 
exists at this time. Effective political in- 
fluence of the CIO and AFL stops at county 
lines. It is confined to perhaps 15 urban 
counties of Georgia’s 159 counties. The 
churches, it has been recognized, might en- 
courage a popular re-registration. They 
have not shown a tendency to do so. 


Another Talmadge proposal would amend 
the state constitution, subject to a refer- 
éndum, to extend the county unit system 
from primary to general elections, which 
would be of significance in national elec- 
tions.

In times past, this brilliant son of Wright City, 
Mo., has been put down by some as a critic who 
sees only through the glass darkly. At West- 


_ minister, faith in America’s fulfillment of its 


role in world affairs underlay all he said. 

' Why does this “tamed cynic,” as he once called 
himself in the title of a book, look hopefully 
ahead even though opposing ideologies clash in 
an atomic age? In large part, because of what 
he describes as the “fantastic” change in the 
American, position before the world in only a 
few years. 

As Niebuhr reminds us, in World War I Gen. 
Pershing could not fight the enemy until he had 
first fought for and won the right for American 
soldiers to go into battle in American units un- 
der. American commanders. Our European al- 
lies did not consider us as sufficiently experi- 
enced in world affairs to stand on our own on 
the battlefield. 

The account we gave of ourselves when we 
returned Lafayette’s help everyone knows, but 
as recently as a decade ago we were uncertain 
as to how we would use that record. We stayed 
‘out of the League of Nations, we shut our eyes 
to the proving ground that Hitler and Mussolini 
made of Spain. We waited, unsure of ourselves. 

Historians perhaps ‘will fix the start of.'the 
swing toward responsibility for a full role in the 
world, An early marker on the broad curve 
was lend-lease, which as Niebuhr told his hearers 
at Westminster, was neither lend nor lease but 
largely outright gift. After that came all-out 
participation in World War IJ with a vast mili- 
tary effort, added onto a civilian production ef- 
fort, in a combination -such as the world had 
never seen. 

When the guns were stilled, this new re- 
sponsibility inevitably went right on. Hardly 


‘anyone questioned it. The peoples of the world 


had become our pensioners. To start them on 
the road to self-support, we set up the Mar- 
shall plan which today isthe chief reliance of 
peoples overseas in halting the spread of Com- 
munism. All this happened in hardly more than 


.a moment of history when measured by the two 
‘centuries it took us to grow to maturity. 


This transformation in the role- of America 
provides no certain security for the future. But 
it does show us what we have been able to 
do when put to tests that seem lesser than those 
today in large part because they are behind us. 

That is why Reinhold Niebuhr, pessimist though 
some ‘ave found him in the past, preached a 
counsel-of faith and hope—and serenity—on the 
hilltop wt: Westminster. , 
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The ‘Aldermen Gained Nothing 

Republican members who have returned to 
the Board of Aldermen after preventing a quorum 
for 17 days accomplished nothing by their ab- 
sence. Board President Albanese himself said, 
in rejoining the Democratic majority, “City busi- 
ness must go on. Petty arguments can be set- 
tled later.” 

The argument was just as petty when Mr. .Al- 
banese and his fellow Republicans were absent- 
ing themselves from board meetings as it was 
when they returned Friday. It was just as sus- 
ceptible to settling later by the device that has 
now been put to use: investigation by a Re- 
publican committee, which has upheld one con- 
tested Democrat's right to his seat and deferred 
announcement as to a second. During all that 
while it was urgent that city business go on. 

Though they have accomplished nothing posi- 
tive, the Republican aldermen can poiht to sev- 
eral negative accomplishments. St. Louis was 
held up to public obloquy when fighting broke 
out at Mayor Darst’s inauguration and Sheriff 
Callanan struck Board Parliamentarian Luecke 
in the face, a disgraceful affair which had a 
wide audience on television. 

The city’s business, including the budget and 
tax rate, was paralyzed for more than two weeks, 
making St. Louis something of a curiosity. in 
the eyes of the nation, of a class with filibuster- 
ing Dixiecrats.

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It Isn’t So Funny 


Scathing ridicule is applied to a number of 
Government pyblications by the Council of State 
Chambers. of Commerce in its mimeographed 
bulletin, “Federal Spending Facts.” The council 
says “the titles of government publications gé 
far to explain (1) the vast and weird range of 
subjects covered,.and (2) the lack of public de- 
mand for much of the material published.” 

As samples, the council lists “Interaction of 
Sex, Shape and Weight Genes in Watermelons,” 
“Planning the Bathroom,” “Fleas of North Amer- 
ica,” “Farm Fish Ponds,” and a number of oth- 
ers. All of them: bear titles which to the Coun- 
cil are screamingly funny, 

Apparently the council thinks that all you 
have to know in order to criticize an article in- 
telligently is its title. If the council had taken 
the trouble to inform itself, it would have learned 


‘that public demand for copies is no gauge of 


the value of the pamphlet on watermelons. 

This pamphlet is a reprint from a scientific 
journal of a highly technical discussion of plant 
‘breeding work similar to the work done in de- 
veloping hybrid corn.. It was. directed. to -re- 
search workers, and only 550 copies were printed 
and distributed to libraries. — 

As for “Fleas of North America,” the very 


word “flea” may put the Council of State Cham- 


bers of Commerce in stitches, but to peaple who 
are informed about public health problems the 
flea is a serious subject. Fleas carry bubonic 
- plague, typhus and other deadly diseases. Dur- 
ing the Second World War, there were more 
than 1000 cases of typhus in Army camps in the 


United States—borne by fleas. 
Army, ‘Navy and Public Health Service offi- 


cials asked the ‘Department of Agriculture to 


provide a handbook ‘that would enable those

In discussing the military situation involving 
the four powers in Germany, Walter Lippmann 
thinks things will not be so bad “if the Amer- 
ican Air Force can prevent a Russian mobiliza- 
tion inside Germany.” 

Russian wide-gauge railroad tracks now run 
into the Russian zone of Germany and the auto- 
bahns sweep Germany from East to West. With 
such facilities, and the protection of the iron

in-favor of admitting Negroes to the undergrad- 
uate ‘body next September. 

Actually, this means that student sentiment 
for taking down the color bar runs higher than 
three out of every four.

How the Medical Lobby Works

Until recently the railroada and the in- 
surance companies were generally regarded 
te have the slickest and best-organized lob- 
bies in Washington. Both were powerful 
and effective because they could operate 
behind the scenes, without too much open 
activity. By turning on their propaganda 
faucets, they could pour inte Washington a 
tremendous amount ‘of pressure from back 
hom e-- pressure x 
which didn’t seem to 
be inspired by any { 
central directing || 
propaganda agency. ” 

But the American 
Medical Association 
now has them both 
beaten. It has taken 
their idea and im- 
proved upon it. The 
backbone of the 
A.M.A. lobby is the 
140,000 member doc- Clem Whitaker 
ters scattered throughout the country, 
most of whom have the highest stand- 
ing in their communities, are in close 
touch with important people, and sooner or 
later are in touch with almost everybody. 


Making’ it Seem Spontaneous 


This army of physicians has now been 
tightly organized into an efficient lobby by 
the A.M.A. under the skilled direction of 
past masters in the game, the public rela- 
tions firm of Whitaker and Baxter. 
armed with at least a million dollars con- 
tributed by the doctors themselves under 
the A.M.A.’s assessment of $25 a head. 


The propaganda themes are developed by 
Whitaker and Baxter and passed down to 
the doctors in every community. The doc- 
tors feed it to their patients, to local organ- 
izations and papers, and to Congressmen. 

Like that of the skillfully planned rail- 
road and insurance lobbies, the aim of the 
A.M.A, campaign is to make the resulting 
pressure on Congress seem like a grass 
roots revolt, without directed inspiration of 
any kind. This is done by getting other 
people to front for the organized profession 
in applying pressure on the Congressmen. 
And at the heart is the “scare” technique. 


A doctor, talking to a patient, may 
quietly slip a warning thes if “socialized 
medicine” is adopted, he is going to stop 
practicing. The patient is quickly alarmed 
and writes hie Congressman an angry let- 
ter, although in most cases neither he nor 
the doctor could even give a rough outline 
of how the proposed National Health In- 
surance program would work. 


Trap for One's. Doctor 


Another doctor, who is one of the most 
popular members of the Kiwanis Club, ar- 


- ranges for a prominent speaker to tell that 


group how “socialized medicine”’ would 
lower the standards of medical care, create 
a tremendous bureaucracy, ‘and perhaps 
wreck the Treasury. The alarmed club 
members rush through a resolution oppos- 
ing socialized medicine. The speaker has 


been provided by old Dr, So-and-So, who is 


one of the finest guys in the werld, and no 
one doubts that he is an authority.

You will be sur- 
prised how many thoughtful doctors will go 
for the program without realizing it is 
what they have just been damning as “so- 
cialized medicine.”

They have more influence on this subject 
than anyone else if the Gommunity. Even 
in a debate, the public is likely to take the 
side of the doctor regardless of the merits 
of the argument-—unless there is a doctor 
opposing him.

Britain to study the medical care program 
in operation there.

The A.M.A. will have difficulty answer- 
ing this report from the official British 
medical journal called Lancet: “Both doc- 
tor and patient are pleased with their new 
and easier relationship.

ence of medical society editors this story: 
“We went to the California Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association and said: ‘Gentle- 
men, we are going to spend a lot of money 
with the newspapers. We are going to ad- 
vertise in every one of the 700 papers in the 
state.’ Each of the 700 newspapers received 
a minimum of 100 column inches of adver- 


tising in a period of 12 months, We found 


that the response from editord in publicity 
has been far beyond anything we expected 
when we started the campaign.”

This committee system, 
however, has obvious limits, since 
none of the field representatives - 
of the several departments and 
agencies concerned is responsible 
for an over-all view of all the re- 
sources of an area. Furthermore, 
the field committees have no pow- 
er, other than the separate dele- 
gation of authority made to their 
members, and important problems 
must be referred through separate 
channels to headquarters in Wash-

In the capacity of a-news re 
porter, the writer has attended 
more than half of Interagency’s 
30 meetings to date. Observation 
at these gatherings has rade some 
accomplishments of the committee 
just as obvious as some of its 


special interests of a given 
agency. 
— Nature of Meetings. 
Interagency meetings are not 
deliberative gatherings of a com- 
mittee of 10 representatives, ex- 
cept in a limited way. The usual 
pattern is to explain the princi- 
pal projects affecting the host 
state and generally some under- 
taking of broader, perhaps basin- 
wide, interest also. The talks, set 
in advance by an agenda, are ad- 
dressed to the committee but 
meant frequently for the audience, 
representing official and _ unof- 
ficial! organizations of the state. 
Remarks from the public are not 
welcome and seldom have been 
permitted or attempted. 
Many but not all of those pres- 
ent sign a register at each meet- 
ing. Typical of the attendance 
was this at a meeting last De- 
cember at Lincoln: Army engi- 
neers, 20 persons; the varidus 
states, 19; Agriculture Depart- 
ment, 11; Interior Department, 10; 
Commerce Department, four: Fed- 
eral Power Commission, on¢e 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, three; one Congressman, and 
a representative of the Mississippi 
Valley Association. 


Usually the register discloses 
also that representatives of such 
pro-Pick-Sloan interests as organ- 
ized contractors, reclamation asso- 
ciations and the railroads are pres- 
ent. With more or less regularity 
the meetings all over the basin are 
covered by staff reporters of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, St. Louis

Soil Conservation. 


Under pressure from many 
sources, Interagency has joined in 
the demand for greater attention 
to soil conservation. The object 
is not only to save the land—to 
grow more food and timber and 
edible livestock — but to prevent 
costly siltation of the reservoirs, 
and fo retard and reduce the run- 
off of water’that makes floods. 

Probably the most important 
single matter in which Inter- 
agency has figured in the 45 
months of its existence is the re- 
study of the Osage river sub-basin 
in issouri and Kansas. Even 
this was not a formal action, but 
an agreement forced by Phil M. 
Donnelly, former Missouri gover- 
nor, at an Interagency meeting. It 
resulted in a complete change of 
the Army’s plans for the Osage 
and a greater co-ordination of the 
plans of various federal and 
state agencies. This led to a sim- 
ilar study now being completed 
for the Grand river in northern 
Missouri and to talk of the same 
thing for the Gasconade river. 


Quite early in its career, Inter- 
agency undertook to settle a dis- 
pute over depth of the big reser- 
voir behind Garrison dam, sow 
being built in North Dakota. This 
has a large bearing on width and 
length of the reservoir and cost 
of the project, and, more im- 
portant, on its usefulness in irri- 
gation, flood control, power gen- 
eration and navigation.

Receipts from staggering sales

These levies range for 30 per 
cent to more than 200 per cent 
necessities. 

Sales tax rates on individual 
items for this year have not yet 
been revealed. ~However, they 
correspond ‘roughly to those for 
other recent years, it is believed 
here. 

The levy on toilet soap was more 
than 300 per cent the last year for 
which figures are available.

The rate on 
women’s watches was 233 per cent 
and that on vodka was 600 per 
cent. 

The Soviets will take an average 
of almost 2300 rubles from every 
man, woman and child in the 
Soviet Union this year in taxes, 
and forced loans, or about 4500 
rubles from each wage-earner, the 
1949 budget indicates. 

The average Russian industrial 
worker earns from 6300 rubles to 
6900 rubles a year, on the basis of 
official published Soviet statistics. 
Farm workers earn less. 


In contrast to these crushing 
burdens laid on the necessities of 
the masses of the people, the in- 
come taxes on most higher-bracket 
groups are much lighter than such 
taxes are in the United States.

Early this year the group 
formed a “council of mutual eco- 
nomic aid” which includés Ro- 
mania, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria and Poland.

Each of the Middle European 
nations, once taken over by a 
Communist minority, immediately 
aped Russia by turning out a 
“plan.” but each plan has been 
on a limited national basis. 

“Tlf the plan is to benefit the 
whole area,” writes one Govern- 
ment analyst, “it is difficult to 
explain some actions.” 

He says, for example, that 
Czechoslovakia has scrapped tex- 
tile machinery (although the 
whole Soviet bloc needs cloth) at 
the same time that Hungary has 
been building textile plants. 

Building Similar Enterprises. 

Since the war Moscow has per- 
mitted the satellites to invest 
some three billions dollars in in- 
dustry, but several nations .are 
building similar enterprises which 
this official says are “bound to 
conflict in the future when sur- 
pluses develop.” 

Danube river traffic, which Mos- 
cow now controls, has dropped to 
a tenth of what it was when the 
Danube was an open European 
highway. Each of the nations on 
the river has set up a separate 
authority to handle traffic. Ob- 
servers say this is “cumbersome’ 
and certain to develop friction. 

Moscow's greatest troubles ap- 
pear to lie in Yugoslavia, where 
political differences between Mar- 
shal Josif (Tito) Broz and. the 
Kremlin have led to economic 
warfare and recrimination. 

Yugoslavia’s leading Communist 
newspaper, Borba, has said that 
Moscow radio “lied” when it said 
the Russians sent 500,000 tons of 
wheat to the aid of Yugoslavia in 
1944—that it was only 50,000 tons. 
Borba added that the grain came 
from German warehouses filled 
with grain stolen from Yugoslavia 
in the first place. Borba also pro- 
tested against the prices Russia 
charges Yugoslavia. It said the 
Yugoslavs had to put up 370 tons 
of bauxite (dluminum ore) for one 
Russian tractor. 

Says Moscow Took Dollars. 
One report from Belgrade says 
Moscow reneged on a promise to 
take Yugoslav money for, Yugo- 
slav students in Moscow and de- 
manded American dollars.

done about it. They are suc- 
cessful because they’ are an 
adaptation of the mass produc-

- books.* 


Buying from the pub- 
lishers on a quantity basis they 
cut the unit cost to themselves 
and to the consumer (their sub- 
scriber) and in the process make 
a profit big enough to permit 
them to give away certain ad- 
ditional books. 

But as a matter of fact it is 
difficult to make a clear case 
of any kind against the book 
clubs. The book stores fee] that 
the clubs are not competing fair- 
Ty in selling books to their sub- 
scribers below the retail market 
price. Whether this is a valid 
ethical objection or not the rise 
of .the clubs has not hurt the 
business of the book retailer. On 
the contrary it has increased the 
total consumption of books and 
according to Mr. Scherman, a 
book selected for distribution by 
his club always sells better in all 
the other avenues of distribu- 
tion. 

o * . 
R. SCHERMAN * also makes 
a strong case for the qual- 
ity of his club’s selections 
by offering a list of the titles 
distributed during the past 24 
years. In addition to the main 
selections the club also recom- 
mends a larger list from which 
the subscriber can make an alter- 
nate choice if he so desires. The

whole list—selections and recom- 
mendations—includes more than 
14,000 titles and these added to 
the lists of the other clubs un- 
doubtedly account for most of 
the best books published during 
this period. 

So far there is nothing to show 
that the editorial boards of the 
clubs have ever been influenced 
by purely commercial considera- 
tions. On the other hand there 
is nothing to keep these boards 
from aiming at the lowest com- 
mon denominator of their sub- 
scribers’ tastes if they are so in- 
clined; such a temptation, in 
fact, might become irresistible if 
the club management decided to 
put on a drive for a greatly in- 
creased membership. Even with 
a thoroughly responsible board 
it seems to me that the Book-of- 
the-Month Club selections have 
declined in quality during the 
last several years.

M@inbership on such a 
board carriés a responsibility far 
greater than that ofa corpora- 
tion that deals only in commodi- 
ties. Criticism of book club 
choices should, therefore, be 
more exacting than of any other 
publication. And criticism 
shouldn’t be left to the critics. 
Authors, publishers, libraries, 
colleges, and readers are al] con- 
cerned.

THE BRAVE BULLS, by Tom Lea. 
(Little Brown & Co., 270 pgs. $3.) 
ISTINGUISHED as a portrait 
painter, muralist and deco- 
rator, Tom Lea has turned to 
novel Writing.

But on the way to its climax, it 
explores every phase of the Latin 
sport, animal and hu 
Competently worked into the 
narrative is an interesting ac- 
count of how the fine strains of 
fighting bulls are bred: There 
are vivid pictures of the men 
who handle the animals, the 
pull-fight promoters, the mana- 
gers of the matadors, the deyo- 
tees, and the hangers-on. 
But this is a genuine ngvel 


and not ea disguised, manual on 
the bull-fighting art. The close 
contact with death, which makes 
the sport unique, is clearly rea-

desperate daring when he sees a 
reckless younger brother g0 
down under the “horns.” 

Lea lived most of his life in 
El Paso. He obviously knows 
Mexico and bull-fighting. Be- 
cause he was an artist ‘war cor- 
respondent and has illustrated 
other books, it probably was in- 
evitable that he should provide 
drawings for his own. But his 
prose actually is better than its 
pictorial accompaniment. There 
ia understanding in it as well as 
excitement.

There is no such magic re- 
cipe, Roberts reports. Books 
never write themselves. The only 
way to write is to write, despite 
‘hell and high water, day after 
day, month after month, end- 
_lessly. A vast amount of exer- 
tion, effort and will power is 
required. Above all, the de- 
mands of the art permit no in- 
dulgence in long idle spells, 
cocktail parties or four-ball 
matches at the country club. 
Moreover, the more one writes— 
the more one learns about writ- 
ing—the more painful it be- 
comes. 

These and other conclusions of 
a lifetime of writing are illus- 
trated by an abundance of fas- 
cinating memorabilia from Rob- 
erts’s own experiences as a .re- 
porter on the Boston Post, con- 
tributor to the old Life and 
Judge and estaff writer and 
Washington correspondent of the 
Saturday Evening Post.

Murder in the Caribbean 


HOUSE OF STORM, by Mignon Eber- 
hart.

OUSE OF STORM takes 

H piace on an island in the 

Caribbean, a placé so thick 
with “atmosphere” that it’s no 
wonder most of the people who 
hang around there start acting 
strangely. The heroine is Nonie, 
young, beautiful, and about to be 

married to Roy, the owner of a 

luxurious island estate. She is 
also loved by Jim, the nephew of 
the owner of the neighboring es- 

tablishment, which provides a 
certain amount of complication. 


After Jim’s aunt is killed—mys- 
teriously of course — all hell 


breaks loose. To top it off, a 
hurricane blows in and isolates 
the island, even to the extent of 
cutting down the wires. Another 
murder occurs before the climax 
is reached and in the meantime, 
the bestowal of Nonie’s affec- 
tions provides as much suspense 
as the identity of the killer. 

That’s the beauty of Mrs. 
Eberhart’s work. She not only 
throws in a couple of murders 
but a nice dish of romance and 
plenty of atmosphere as well. 
Her writing, too, is well above 
the level of most mysteries. 
*‘House of Storm,” in briéf, has 
first-rate qualities as a puzzler 
and a chiller.

America Urged to Conquer 
The World's Conscience 


REPORT ON. AMERICA, by Robert 
Payne. (John Day, 279 pgs., $3.50.) 
AYNE, a world-traveled Eng- 
Pus journalist who has pub- 
lished several noteworthy 
books on Asia, joins the in- 
creasing number of writers who 
tell us with varying tones of in- 
sistence that the European Re- 
covery Program cannot alone 
supply the world’s need, \ Fr 
Europe’s need. “Man cannot 
live by bread alone” would be 
the best five-word summary of 
his thesis. Freedom is what the 
world is crying for—and what it 
is waiting for America to lead it 
to. The greatest merit of this 
book is, indeed, that the author 
sees 80 clearly that Communism 
is a force that cannot be op- 
posed merely with arms, not 
even if reinforced with eco 
nomic aid. It is axiomatic with 
the writer that an idea, like 
Communism, can only be de- 
feated by a better idea. America 
has that better idea — freedom 
has been her business since her 
birth—but in the hour of the 
world’s desperate need we are 
doing, he thinks, tragically little 
with it. He rejects as totally in- 
adequate a policy aimed merely 
at “containing Russia.” He 
wants from us nothing less than 
all-out ideological offensive em- 


ploying all the weapons at our 


disposal. 


Tocqueville and Karl Marx can- 
not be fought in military terms. 
What is at stake is the conquest 
of the world’s conscience, not 
the physical earth; it is a battle 
that can only be fought in the 
minds of men and receive its 
solution in men’s minds.”

a partial answer. 

The book is a challenging call 
to the American people to rearm 
themselves morally and apirit- 
ually for the decisive battle for 
the world. The truth of his 
thesis is indisputable, even while 
his manner of putting it is at 
times a little unpalatable.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 7 (AP)—Ponder, doughty son of a former 
Derby winner, came flying in the final furlong today to win the 75th 
Kentucky Derby going away as a great crowd of over 90,000 roared 
its amazed disbelief. (Col. Matt Winn, president of Churchill Downs, 
estimated the crowd at 115,000). 

So far back a half-mile from 
home that he appeared hopelessly 
beaten, the Calumet Farm’s beau- 
ty turned it on as the field of 
14 entered the long stretch at 


Churchill Downs and made the 
favored Olympia and all the rest 
look like they were standing still. 

Forty yards from the finish the 
dark hrown son of Pensive flashed 
past Greentree Stable’s Capot, his 
last rival for the $91,600 prize, 
and went under the wire three 
full lengths to the good. 

Olympia, which had been backed 
down to an odds-on choice, led 
all the way until the field thun- 
dered into the fisal quarter, then 
folded like a camp chair despite 
Eddie Arcaro’s frantic efforts to 
hold him up. He finished a badly 
beaten sixth. 

So little regard had the crowd 
held for Ponder, despite the fact 
that he was trained by that mod- 
ern wizard of the turf, Ben Jones, 
that the winner rewarded his scat- 
tered backers with a whopping 
$34 in the mutuels. 

Capot, which ran @ consistently 
fine race behind Olympia for the 
first mile, and then went past the 
tiring favorite and looked like the 
winner a furlong from home, paid 
$9.60 to place. Isidor Bieber’s Pal- 
estinian, third choice in the bet- 
ting, came on to take third, four 
and a half lengths back of Capot, 
and paid $4.80 for show. 

Steve Brooks Rides Winner. 

Strung out behind the three 
leaders, in order, came Old Rock- 
port, the second betting choice; 
Halt, Olympia, Model Cadet, Dupli- 
cator, Johns Joy, Ky.

Ponder, ridden by Steve Brooks, 
was out of the starting gate a 
dead last, and still was in that 
unhappy position when the field 
streamed past the half-mile pole 
in the bright sunshine. 

At the three-quarters Brooks 
had moved him up a couple of 
notches, and then he began calling 
on his horse for some run. He 
got it. By that time they hit the

The B.B.C. and George V. Allen, 
United States Assistant Secretary 
of State in Washington, 4an- 
nounced yesterday they were 
starting a campaign to break 
through a set of “very powerful 
jamming stations.” They said the 
Russians have been trying to pre- 
vent British and American broad- 
casts from being heard by the 
Russian people. Heavy jamming 
started April 24, just before the 
first news of negotiations to end 
the Berlin blockade. 


American broadcasts beamed to 
Russia today said “obviously 
somebody considers it dangerous 
to permit the Soviet people to 
truthful information 
from a free radio.”

The B.B.C. beamed 21 new sta- 
tions on the Russians today, 
making a total of 25.

Housing Expediter Explains Formula for 
Determining Fair Net Operating Income 
to Which Landlords Are Entitled. _. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
Housing Expediter E. 
Woods tonight issued answers to 
questions which he said were most 
ently asked about the form- 
ula for determining fair net op- 
erating income to which. owners 
are entitled under the new rent 
control law. | Here are the ques- 
tions and answers: 

Q. What is net 
come? 

A. It is income that remains 
after expenses and an allowance 
for depreciation have been , de- 
ducted from a landlord’s annual 
income from a building. _ 

Q. What is fair net operating 
income? 

A. The Housing Expediter has 
determined that net operating in- 
come is fair when, in the case of 
a small structvre, it does not fall 
below 25 per cent of annual in- 
come and, in the case of a large 
structure. % @hre BAe Pn” Wale 
20 per cent of annual Income. (A 
small structure has four units cr 
less; a large structure has five 
units or more.) 

Act of Congress. 

Q. Why did the housing expe- 
diter make the determination of 
what constitutes fair net operat- 
ing income? 

A. Because Congress told him to. 
| Specifically, the Congress required 
in the housing and rert act of 
1949 that in granting adjustments 
the expediter establish maximum 
rents at a level which will yield 
to the nAdierd a fair net operat- 
ing income, It left it up to the 
expediter to determine what that 
level should be. 

Q. What basis did the expediter 
use to determine what would con- 
stitute a fair net operating in- 
come? 

_A. A study of the actual operat- 
ing experience of landlords both 
before and during rent control. 
The years 1939 to 1946 were cov- 
ered in the study. This included 
three years before rent control, 


operating in- 


four years under control. 

Q. How were the expense and 
income figures of landlords ob- 
tained? 

A. They were obtained from 
landlords’ books and records in 
98 cities throughout the United 
States by government account- 
ants. This represents the largest 
body of factual information on 
the actual operating experience of 
landlords in existence. 

Not a Return on Value. 

Q. Does this fair net operating 
income formula give a fair re- 
turn on investment or value? 

A. It does not attempt to deter- 
mine a return on value. Congress, 
after careful consideration of a re- 
turn on value formula, found that 
it was unworkable. The Congress 
concluded that the simplest and 
most equitable method was to as. 
‘sure landlords “a fair net operat- 
ing income.” 

Q. In filling out a petition for a 
net operating income, what period 
does a landlord use? 

A. He lists his present annual 
income and his expenses for a 
“test” year. The “test” year he se- 
lects may be the most recent full 
calendar or fiscal year, or any 12 
consecutive months ending not 
more than 90 days before the date 
of filing the petition. Certain ex- 
penses May be projected, as ex- 
plained later. 

LANDLORD’S INCOME. 

Q. What constitutes a landlord’s 
annual income for the purpose of 
this provision? 

A. Rental income from every 
residential and commercial unit 
plus any other income from the 
building. 

Q. Does he enter on the petition 
the amount of rent he collected 
during the test year? 

A. No. He enters his present 
weekly or monthly rent for each 
unit in the building, indicating for 
each unit whether the reported 
rent is the maximum rent, or the 
rent on a leased unit with the 
lease still in effect, or the rent for 
an uncontrolled residential or com- 
mercial unit. 

Q. Why does the landlord have 
to indicate on which of his units 
he is receiving lease rent? 

A. This information is needed 
in determining the amount of rent 
increase on each unit in the build- 
ing. For example, units covered 
by voluntary 15 per cent leases are 
not affected by any rent increase 


minated. If the leases have ter- 
minated, the rents on such units 
are not increased until the non- 
lease units have been brought up 
to the rent level of the lease units. 

Q. What happens when the total 
amount of the adjustment is not 
covered by increasing the rents of 
the non-lease units to the level of 
the lease units? 

A. Then the amount still due the 
landlord is applied proportionately 
among all units. 

Effect on Non-Leased Quarters. 

Q. What happens in such a case 
if the leases are still in efféet? Do 
the unleased units have to bear th 
entire cost of the adjustment? 

A. No. In such a case the amount 
of the increase imposed on the 
lease units would begin only after 
termination of the leases. 

Q. What if part of the building 
is rented for a store or a doctor's 
or lawyer's office? Does it have to 
bear part of the increase? 

A. A proportionate share of the 
increase for the entire building 


commercial unit or units. In other 
words, the entire amount of the 
increase in such a case could not 
be applied to the residential units. 
LANDLORD’S EXPENSES. 

Q. What does he include under 
expenses? 

A. Fuel (if supplied by the land- 
lord), utilities (if supplied by the 
landlord), payroll, janitorial ma- 
terials (brooms, mops, cleansers, 
etc.), real estate taxes, insuranct, 
interior painting and decorating, 
annual depreciation charge, mis- 
cellaneous expenses such as man- 
agement fees, and repairs and re-

than 21 per cent of the present 
annual income for buildings con- 
taining one to four units, or 16 
per cent for buildings containing 
five or more units. 

Q. Do any of the other items 
need explaining? 

A. Yes. + The item on payroll 
should not include any labor cost 
of repairs and replacements, and 
the item on_ janitorial materials 
should not include the cost of ma- 
terials used for repairs and re- 
placement. The reason is that 
repairs and replacements consti- 
tute the second group, which will 
be explained later. 

Q. Any other? 

A. Yes, taxes. Generally the 
amount of real estate taxes to be 
entered is the amount shown on 
the landlord’s latest tax bill, ex- 
cluding, of course, any penalties or 
overdue taxes for other years. If 
taxes have increased since the 
landlord received his latest bill, he 
may attach a signed statement 
from the tax official showing the 
assessment and tax rate in effect 
the date the petition is filed, and 
enter his taxes o new basis. 
In other wo e may project 
any recent tax increase. 

Other Cost Increases. 

Q. May the landlord project any 
other recent cost increases? 

A. Yes. If the landlord’s pay- 
roll or utilities have gone up, he 
may apply this higher cost over 
the entire year to the extent and 
in the manner provided in the 
form D-100 which he must file 
in such cases. The reason for this 
is that the purpose of the peti- 
tion is to establish a maximum 
rent that will be fair from the 
date of the filing of the petition, 
not retroactively. Therefore, in 
sof ar as is practicable, it is de- 
sirable to use present and not 
past costs. If taxes, payroll and 
utility rates rose prior to the fil- 
ing of the petition, it is assumed 
they will continue at that level. 


Q. What items are included in 
repairs and replacements? 

A. They include such items as 
exterior painting, carpentry, plas- 
tering, electric wiring and plumb- 
ing, heating equipment, hot water 
equipment, roofs, downspouts, 
eaves, sewers, sidewalks, masonry, 


air conditioning, elevators, refrig- | 


erators and other electrical appli- 
ances, furniture, springs, mat- 
tresses, carpets, rugs, linoleum, 
drapes, shade, blankets and 
spreads, linens, venetian blinds, 
awnings, screening and kitchen and 
laundry equipment. 
How Cost Is Charged. . 

Q. How are the cost of these 
items charged? 

A. Generally, they are not ex- 
penses which occur every year 
and therefore should not be charged 
entirely to the year in which they 
were paid. Instead, they should 
be allocated or spread over the 
period of years they normally last. 
For example, if a roof which nor- 
mally lasts 15 years was replaced 
by the landlord in the test year at 
a cost of $300, only one-fifteenth, 
or $20, is chargeable to the test 
year and $280 is chargeable to the 
other 14 years. 

Q. May the landlord charge to 
the test year a share of the cost 
of repairs and replacements made 
in prior years? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How does a landlord know 
what constitutes a proper allota- 
tion for each of the items? 

A. The form (D-106) which he 
fills out in applying for a fair net 
‘operating increase contains an al- 
location schedule which lists each 
item and the allocation period for 
each. The allocation schedule con- 
tains two periods, one for repairs 
and the other for complete re- 
placement. 

Q. What if a landlord can show 
that the allocation period given is 
not the same as his own experi- 
ence? 

A. If he can show conclusively 
that his own past experience dif- 
fers from that in. the allocation 
schedule, he may use his own.

When he came back a year ago, 
he had been gone for 41 years. 
He had found fame of a sort, very 
little fortune, but a lot of adven- 
ture. The things he had done 
would fill several books. Waiting 
for him was one sister, Miss Lela 
Richardson, who is now past: 70. 
To her, and to the people of 
Lamar, the man who came back 
was almost a stranger; despite the 
fact that during almost all those 
41 years, until another native son 
named Harry Truman stepped into 
the limelight, he had been the 
town's chief claim to distinction. 

Yet Lamar, the birthplace of 
Tracy Richardson, soldier of for- 
tune, adventurer in the old tradi- 
tion, paid little attention when 
ke went down to Springfield to 
see a specialist, and there died 
last month. And Lamar, it turns 
out, is the last place to go to find 
out anything about the career of 
Tracy Richardson, because all 
they knew or know was what 
they had read in the papers. 


There are two versions of why 
Tracy Richardson left home, back 
in 1908, at the age of 21. The of- 
ficial version, which has been 
printed many times, is to the ef- 
fect that he had been paid off in 
a lump sum at the completion of 
a contracting job, and that he and 
a buddy set out to see the world. 
The other one is that Tracy, who 
always was haunted by the desire 
to own a gun, finally swiped one 
from a gunsmith’s shop. He was 
caught, and for punishment the 
sheriff ordered him to eat his 
meals with him for 30 days. After 
a few days of looking across the

of fortune, named Charley the 
Swede, to teach him to fire one. 
He turned out to be a “natural.” 
“After a week he could play 
that damned gun like a piano,”

said of him. In time he was to 
kill literally thousands of men 
with it, and one correspondent 


that “he was a victim of his love 
for a machine gun and what it 
would do.” 

Tracy teamed up with a man

went to New Orleans. There he 

and his buddy stood at the 
docks and watched a freighter be- 
ing loaded. On impulse they bought 
tickets on the boat and found they 
were headed for Bluefields, Nica- 
ragua. There are two different 
versions of what happened there, 
too, but in both of them he wound 
up in a revolutionary army be- 
cause a dock hand put his trunk 
on a boat returning to the states, 
leaving him without money or a 
change of clothes. 

According to one version he 
went to the American consul, who 
mistook him for one of the many 
American adventurers who ‘were 
joining up with General Gabe Con- 
rad’s “American Legion,” an outfit 
which had been, accused of trying 
to capitalize on Ni ’s trou- 
bles, and insisted he go back to 
the States where he belonged. To 
spite the consul, he joined the 
revolution. 

According to the other version, 
more romantic perhaps, he wan 


to him and offered him gold to 
fight in a revolution. 
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a soldier of fortune, and it was 
with Dreben that Tracy performed 
his first act of bravery. They 
flanked and kille* an enemy ma- 
chine gun crew. 

A few days later Tracy and 
Dreben wiped out an entire fed- 
eral regiment. The revolutionary 
columns had taken a town and 
found an undelivered message at 
the telegraph office notifying the 
town commandant that a regiment 
would arrive by train that night 
to meet the rebels. 

On the two far ends of the open 
plaza that formed the train plat- 
form, Richardson and Dreben 
mounted their machine guns, be- 
hind sandbags, forming a deadly 
crossfire. With loaded belts and 
helpers, they crouched hidden, 
waiting for the train to arrive. It 
rolled in at dusk. 

: & 

HEY waited until almost the 
T entire regiment had left the 

train, then opened fire. Back 
and forth they swept their gun 
muzzles. When they finished fir- 
ing, the regiment was no more. 
The rebel soldiers built a pier of 
railroad ties, piled bodies on top 
of that, and cremated them. 

Then came Tracy’s most spec- 
tacular achievement, the capture, 
single-handed, of the city of Ma- 
nagua. The rebel army had pa- 
raded to the city, only to learn 
that 700 federal soldiers were 
waiting in the city’s biggest 
church to prevent the rebels from 
getting through to the main body 
of the army, camped beyond. The 
question was, how to get the 700 
out, Tracy decided he would sur- 
vey the situation himself, so he 
rode to the outskirts of the city. 
He became confused and the first 
thing he knew he was riding down 
the main street of the town. Peo- 
ple stopped to stare at the beard- 
ed, ragged stranger who looked 
like a bandit. 

By good fortune an American 
whom he knew sa@ him riding 
down the street. The American 
was in town on business. He 
went into the street and hailed 
Tracy, then took him to his room. 
But news of Tracy's presence in 
the town had spread. Pretty soon 
there was a knock on the door. 
When the door was opened a fed 
eral general and a colonel walked 
in. Tracy decided to run “a good 
old Missouri poker bluff.” 

Hardly deigning to look up from 
his drink, he said to the officers, 
“Good morning, gentlemen. I am 
a messenger from the command- 
ing officer of the revolution, sent 
to see your commanding general. 
Take me to him.” 

The general drew himself up. 
“T am the general,” he said. 

“Then,” said Tracy, “I am here 
to give you a chance to save your- 
selves and the city. Managua

During the next few years Tracy 
fought in Venezuela, Mexico and 
back in Nicaragua again, and 
from the record it is hard to tell 


in what order the various revolu-. 


tions came. It was in 1912 that he 
heard about a revolution in Vene- 
zuela. The revolutionists had 
5000 rifles and 10 machine guns 


tached in New Orleans, and they 


offered Tracy $500 a month and a 
bonus of $500 a battle to fight with 
them. 

In an article which Richardson 
himself wrote a number of years 
ago, he described a battle in this 
revolution. 

“The poor federal soldiers 
marched right smack up against 


us in close formation, so all we 
had to do was swing our guns and 
cut them down like ten-pins, On 
and on they came, wave after 
wave, to utterly collapse as soon 
as our bullets started to sweep 
their path. Later we counted 1200 
of the enemy dead.” 
oe. 


ACK in New Orleans, and broke 
B again, Tracy joined his old 
friend Sam Dreben and they 
went to El Paso.’ The Orozco- 
Salazar revolution was brewing in 
Mexico. They joined this one for 


$500 in gold a month and $1000 a 
helped steal an old 


Civil War cannon in El Paso and 


slip it across the Rio Grande, An 
El Paso foundry cast round Can- 
non balis forthem. They equipped 
themselves with blasting powder 
and miners’ fuses. The Salazar 
army moved out of Juarez for 
Chihuahua. Behind the adobe 
walls of Haciendo Refugio they 
found strong federal forces. 

They rolled the cannon to a com- 


' manding position. They then sent 


word to the fort to surrender 
or they would blow it to kingdom 
come. The federals refused to sur- 
render. So Tracy himself lighted 
the fuse, while the federals 
watched with fear and trembling. 
The fuse hit the powder, and the 
cannon blew to bits. The cannon 
ball came to rest about 20 feet 
away. 

The embattled federals must 
have misunderstood the proceed- 
ings, however, because a few 
minutes later they sent word they 
weren’t prepared to withstand 
heavy artillery and decided to sur- 
render. 

It was later in the same revolu- 
tion that Tracy and Sam, having 
heard that Gen. Madero had sent 
a train load of troops against 
them, devised an effective counter 
attack. The rebels had a captured 
locomotive. They wired its tender 
with cases of dynamite, capped to 
explode on contact. When the fed- 
eral troop train was sighted, they 
started their locomotive toward it, 
hopped off and sat calmly beside 
the track to watch the resulting 
explosion which killed hundreds of 
federal soldiers. 

When Tracy and Sam quarreled 
with Salazar and called “him “a 
yellow dog,” they were ordered 
shot. But friendly rebels helped

Tracy never fought with or 
against Pancho Villa. Instead he 
enriched himself by supplying 
arms and ammunition to Villa’s 
enemies. When Villa heard about 
it, he offered a reward of $10,000 
in gold for Tracy, dead or alive. 
He plastered the countryside with 
handbills, all along the Rio 
Grande. Tracy stayed in El Paso, 
and efforts were made to kidnap 
him, and to lure him into Mexico. 
Even Villa himself tried this. He 
was coming to El Paso regularly 


for medical treatment, and Tracy 
encountered him rather frequently 
in saloons and cafes. 

It was on one of these visits 
that Tracy made Villa apologize. 
The Mexican and his aide, Colonel 
Fierra, known as “The Butcher,” 
were having a private drinking 
bout. -Villa was shouting insults, 
and his audience was grinning. 
“We have raped American women, 
killed American men, and taken 
American property,” he bellowed. 
“Tell me, what will make an 
American fight?” ‘ 

Richardson pulled out his re- 
volver, walked quietly up to Villa 
and stuck it in his ribs. “If either 
of you move a hand,” he said to 
Villa and Fierra, “Pancho Villa 
is dead. “Now,” he said to Villa, 
“make publit apology, and make 
it so everyone can hear you, and 
tell them also that you’re a cheap 
thief.” 

Villa did as he was told. Keep- 
ing the gun pointed at the Mexi- 
can bandit’s fat midriff, Tracy 
backed out and disappeared in the 
darkness. 

Tracy picked up more than his 
share of bullets during his revolu- 
tionary days. Once he went right 
on firing his machine gun after 
a bullet had gone through his 
chest. Another time he was 
knocked off his horse by a bullet, 
but went on fighting. 

When World War One broke 
out, Tracy went to Canada and

At Possum Trot Farm | 


By Leonard Hall - 


NE of the most valuable subjects that could be taught in 
our country schools—or in city schools, for that matter— 
would be ornithology. This wouldn't have to be very com- 
plicated; perhaps recognition ef the more common species, 
their nesting habits and eco- 
, t momic value, the basic facts 
: of migration, and means of 
attracting birds, The same 
could’ be said for botany, 
with field trips substituted 
‘for much of the dull labora- 
} tory work which now makes 
up the larger part of such 
courses. Interest the young- 
ster in the subject and 
there'd be little difficulty in 
persuading him to follow 
through. 
Some country folk have 
a practical knowledge of 
trees and a few shrubs — 
and recognize the common 
‘wild flowers. Such game ani- 
mals as are still with us in 
fair abundance and are pur- 
sued during the hunting 
season are fairly well known. 
As for the birds, surprisingly few farmers have much knowl- 
edge of the smaller denizens of their fence-rows, wood-lots, 
creek banks and other natural] wild-life areas on the farm; 
while the larger species—no matter how valuable and harm- 
less—are targets for the shotgun.

This is true even of men who pride themselves on 
their sportsmanship and knowledge of woodcraft. Show 
a countryman a harmless, red-shouldered hawk soaring 
high above the farm and the chances are 10 to one he 
will run for a rifie—hollering “I'll get that durned 
chicken hawk” as he goes. 

In view of the fact that most of these big soaring 
hawks live and die without ever eating a chicken and 
that their food consists almost entirely of such game 
as field mice and other smal] rodents, their economic 
value is such that they should be put on the list of 
permanently protected birds. This would apply to the 
red shouldered, red-tailed, broad-winged and rough- 
legged hawks; while only the Cooper’s and sharp-shin 
can truly be classed as predators here in Missouri.

@ THESE THOUGHTS COME TO ME as I look back over 
our week-end bird census, which we try to make every year 
at Possum Trot along about the first Sunday in May. Our 
friends, Myron and Muriel Northrop of the St. Louis Audubon 
Society, who are both experienced birders, were here last 
weekend and, while 76 species we identified during their 
visit doesn’t constitute a record, it gave us a great deal of 
satisfaction. There should have been a half-dozen more, for 
we missed several common ones which we know are here and 
would doubtless have found if we’d spent all our time birding. 
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@ ON SATURDAY AFTERNOON WE DIVIDED our time 
between the birds and the wild-flowers, for I'd had to neglect 
these latter for a full week and there were many new species 
in bloom which had to be collected for the herbarium. So we 
worked back along the bluff with one eye on the ground and 
the other in the tree-tops—a somewhat difficult feat, even for 
more experienced naturalists than we are. Despite this, we 
found blue-gray gnatcatchers, warblers of many kinds, and a 
goodly number of other birds; plus the largest number of wild 
flowers of any trip this spring. 

“Many of the spectacular spring flowers have finished 
blooming, and the ones we find now are often difficult to 
identify. But among them on this Saturday afternoon were 
giant Jack-in-the-Pulpits, green dragons, several of the rarer 
violets, Jacob's Ladder, cinquefoil, the beautiful deep-blue lark- 
spur, delicate wild hyacinth, hepatica, the first fire-pinks, 
birds-foot violets, and a half-dozen varieties of phlox, includ- 
ing the rare bifida with its pale, split-petalled flower,

@ ON SUNDAY WE WORKED HARDER with the birds. It 
rained during the night—or along about daylight—so we 
weren't out at sunrise as we had planned, But it had cleared 
by seven, and we started out down the old road to the base 
of the bluff, where deep thickets and tal] trees make a regular 
bird sanctuary. Then we worked back along the creek banks 
and on up to the house for a second bite of breakfast. Now 
Mama joined up and we headed out across the wheat on the 
ridge and through the first of the wildlife areas next to the 
highway.

The~Murder of the Met's John 


Garris Continues 


to Baffle the At- 


lanta Police — Friends Think Slaying 
Was a Carefully Planned Affair

ATLANTA, Ga., May 7. 


N the opening night of the 

Metropolitan Opera’s recent 

engagement in Atlanta, the 
handsome young tenor who was 
playing the part of Cassio in 
“Otello” performed admirably. 
Especially applauded by the crit- 
ics was the dramatic scene in 
which Cassio, ambushed by Iago 
and Roderigo, falls to the stage, 
crying: 

“I am maimed, forever. 

Help ho— murder, murder.” 


Two nights later, the tenor, John 
Garris, who once sang in St. 
Louis’s Municipal Opera, lay, shot 
through the heart, in a rain- 
drenched back alley of a dreary 
Atlanta neighborhood, murdered 
by a person or persons unknown. 
If he cried out for help during his 
own death drama, no one but the 
killer heard him. And after two 
and a half weeks of search, the 
police of Atlanta seem no closer 
to solving the mystery of the slain 
singer than they were at the be- 
ginning. 


Meanwhile, the clues, tips, leads, 


and situations surrounding the 
murder have had all the color of 
a first rate whodunit. There have 
been “mystery women,” “death 
cars,” reports of quarrels, unex- 
plained phone calls, love letters, 
but all of them have added up to 
exactly nothing in the way of 
providing concrete evidence or a 
motive for the killing of the 36- 
year-old German-born refugee. 


The woman who reportedly 
quarreled with, then embraced 


Garris when he arrived in Atlanta . 


turned out to be an old family 
friend who had been irritated be- 
cause he failed to get off at an- 
other station where she had gone 
to meet him. The mystery wom- 
an with whom he dined was mere- 
ly a patron of the opera who had 
volunteered to drive him and an- 
other singer to the station where 
special trains were waiting to take 
the company to their next stop. 


Neither a blond woman from 
Virginia who supposedly had fol- 
lowed Garris on tour, nor the 
mystery.cars, variously described 
as green and blue, driven by sal- 
low women and legless men were 
ever sufficiently identified. Not 
even a murder weapon has been 
found as yét. A .38 caliber pistol, 
discovered in the private arsenal 
of a former convict, was ruled 
out by FBI ballistics experts. Un- 
daunted by the lack of facts, 
police continue to investigate and 
unsolicited suggestions. continue 
to pour in. 


“We've had them from as far 
away as Canada,” Homicide Lieu- 
tenant M. M. Coppenger said. “A 


seer or fortune teller up *there has 
written me twice to describe a 
house she saw in a vision, and to 
give me an elaborate description 
of what happened.” 


Just what did happen is any- 
thing but elaborately described 
on official records. The time of 
the murder has been placed at 
sometime between midnight and 
daylight of April 21, probably 
close to 4.a.m. as several opera 
members who were on the special 
train waiting to depart recalled 
seeing Garris leave the train 
around 3:30. The body was found 
by a Negro porter, Love Thomas, 
who came to work at 305 Marietta 
street that morning, found the 
front door locked and went 
around to the rear. 


Police believe Garris was dead 
before his body reached the alley, 
and ta. make things more confus- 
ing, his sports coat was found 
neatly folded on a florist’s trash 
can, two blocks away on another 
street. Also baffling was the neat, 
almost tidy arrangement of the 
body. The feet were crossed at 
the ankles, the arms upraised, the 
palms turned in as if they were 
trying to touch the shoulder 
blades. The fatal bullet had gone 
through his left arm and just 
below the heart. The entire ar- 
rangement, Coppenger points out, 
was artistic, “with a touch of the 
theatrical.” Robbery was not the 
motive apparently as his wallet, 
wrist watch, and two rings were 
untouched, 
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HECKING back over Garris’s 
C actions before the crime it was 

found he had had a busy but 
not unusual] last day. He had 
lunched with Mrs. Bessie Adler, 
who had known him when he was 
a small boy in Germany. He had 
made a phone call to the Y.M.C.A. 
that afternoon, possibly to a fellow 
member of the cast since mem- 
bers of, the opera ballet stayed 
there, then checked out of the At- 
lanta Biltmore hotel just before 
the 6 o’clock check-out hour. 


He and Herta Glatz, a young 
woman singer, had dinner at 
Emile’s, across the street from the 
Fox Theater where the opera was 
playing, and were joined for cof- 
fee by Mrs. lL. E. Mayer, wife of 
an Atlanta attorney who had met 
Miss Glatz at a tea, and became 
interested in a discussion of inter- 
national affairs. Miss Glatz sug- 
gested Mrs. Mayer join them for 
dinner. Mrs. Mayer declined but 
volunteered to drive them to the 
station later. 


All three of them saw the final 
Qopera performance, “L’E lisir 
D’Amour,” Miss Glatz and Garris 
from the audience as they were 
not in the opera. At 11 p.m., the 
three went to the station, Garris 
checked his baggage, left his over- 
coat, and then went out, remark- 
ing that he was going to find an 
all-night restaurant.

He had gone the other two - 


nights in Atlanta to the Savoy 
Cafe, a small counter-and-booth 
establishment on Luckie street, 
and the manager’s wife at the 
Savoy had asked him to bring a 
professional photograph of him- 
self to add to the gallery of en- 
tertainers and crouching wrestlers 
which decorate the wall behind 
the counter. The manager's wife 
was not there that evening and 
waitresses were uncertain as to 
whether he came in, but he did 
eat somewhere (steak, mushrooms 
and potatoes, according to the au- 
topsy) and returned to the train. 
There he wrote a letter to his 
friend and manager, Lutz Peter, 
who was in Los Angeles, closing 
with, “I am leaving the train to 
mail this letter.” He never re- 
turned. 

The two special trains in which 
most of the 359 members of the 
cast were sleeping stood on 
tracks five and six. They had 
been scheduled to leave at 3 and 
3:30 respectively, but were delayed 
to 4:18 and 4:40. It is possible, it 
has been pointed out, that Garris, 
learning of the delay, ‘went for a 
stroll with someone, perhaps a 


friend. 
The train yards are dark and 


. deserted at that time of the morn- 


ing and the noise of a locomotive 
could easily muffle the sound of a 
gunshot.

New York, with, as Peter says, 
“only 75 cents between the two 
of us.” Garris went to a friend, 
Conductor Bruno Walter, for ad- 
vice and was told he did not have 
a sufficiently big name to buck 
the conducting competition in this 
country, but that Walter would 
get him into the opera if he could 
sing. Garris had never sung pro- 
fessionally, but Peter coached him 
and he was engaged by the Met- 
ropolitan. According to Atlanta 
music critics, Garris was only an 
adequate singer but was an excel- 
lent actor and carried his roles 
well. 

Peter, who had expected to re- 
join Garris when the Met reached 
Los Angeles, flew to New York, 
thence to Atlanta, when he heard 
of the murder, took charge of the 
cremation and contacted Garris’s 
aged parents in Germany. Peter 
described his friend as a “modest, 
quiet person, with a ‘very sweet 
disposition who had no enemies.” 
Garris, he said, had been engaged 
to his sister, Lotte Uhlfelder, who 
died in a concefitration camp in 
Germany. His sister had given 
Garris a ring, he said, which he 
was wearing when he died. 


“I don’t see why the person who 
killed him shouldn’t kill me, too,” 
he said, weeping, but he was un- 
able to offer any explanation of 
the murder. “The only thing I 
can think of is that he may have 
been mistaken for someone else 
or that it was a holdup,” he said. 
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F THIS theory is the case, police 
| nave a ready made suspect in 

Grover Pulley, a paroled convict 
who had served a term for kill- 
ing a policeman in North Caro- 
lina. He was arrested a few 
days after the Garris murder in 
Clinton, N.C., when he forced a 
man to go into a hardware store 
to buy some dynamite caps. The 
man slipped out the back door 
and notified police who caught 
Pulley after a 100-mile-an-hour 
chase. In his car, he had a shot- 
gun, pistol, safecracking tools, 
strangle rope, brass knuckles, 
hormone pills, and first aid 
equipment. The. pistol was the 
Same caliber as the one that 
killed Garris and it was estab- 
lished that Pulley was in Atlanta 
the night of the murder. How- 
ever, though four Atlanta ballis- 
tics experts said it might be the 
murder weapon, FBI authorities 
said a radical change would have 
had to have taken place in the 
barrel of the gun since then, 

Newspapers have implied that 
the police are on the wrong track 
in suspecting Pulley, and are gib- 
ing at police generally for their 
record of four unsolved big mur- 
ders in the past four years.

For any amateur sleuth’s spec- 
ulation, the case presents a dis- 
couraging number of conflicting 
clues and the questions are end- 
less.

While it would seem more 
logical that Garris. would have 
gone for a stroll, down the walk, 
or into the train yards with a 
friend, why, then, would he have 
removed his coat, it being a cold, 
wet night? And how would his 
body have been conveyed through 
the maze of tracks to the alley? 

Several detectives are inclined 
to discount the motive and feel it 
was a simple criminal murder and 
that they have found their man 
in the person of Grover Pulley. 

Friends, including Mrs. Adler 
and Mrs. Mayer, feel it was a 
planned murder, too smoothly exe- 
cuted to have been sudden. “Some- 
one,” says Mrs. Mayer, “who knew 
him well, someone who loved him 
very much or hated him very 
much, killed him.” 

Reporters who have covered the 
story feel it is very likely someone 
who has already gotten through 
the net and escaped. 

“It is probably silly to say so,” 
said one unofficial observer, “but 
there is a possibility, however re- 
mote, that you'll be able to see 
the murderer when the Metro- 
politan gets to St. Louis.

My buddies saw me go in, and 
they set up a traffic circle around 
me. One Jap barge tried to come 
out for me, but you know Eddie 
Callstrom? My God! He shot that 
barge up until it splintered so high 
that even I could see it bust into 
pieces. My gang was over me for 
an hour and a half. By this time 
a radio message had gone back 
and about twenty New Zealanders 
in P-40s took over. I could see 
them coming a long way off. At 
first I thought they might be 
Jap planes. I never was too good 
at recognition. 

Well, these New Zealenders are 
wild men. They would weave 
back and forth over me for a lit- 
tle while, then somebody would see 
something on Renzova or Kolom- 
bangara. Zoom! Off te would 
go like a madman, and pretty soon 
you'd see smoke going up. And 
if they didn’t see anything that 
looked like a good target, they 


‘would leave the circle every few 


minutes anyway and raise hell 
among the coconut trees near 
Munda, just on chance there might 
be some Japs there. One group 
of Japs managed to swing a shore 


battery around to where’ they’ 


could pepper me. They sent out 
about seven fragmentation shells, 
and scared me half to death. I 
had to stay there in the water 
and take it. 

That was the Japs’ mistake. 
They undoubtedly planned to get 
my range and put me down, but 
on the first shot the New Zea- 
landers went crazy. You would 
have thought I was a ninety mil- 
lion dollar battleship they were 
out to protect. They peeled off 
and dove that installation until 
even the trees around it fell down. 
They must have made the coral 
hot. Salt water had almost blind- 
ed me, but I saw one P-40 burst 
into flame and plunge deeply into 
the water off Rendova. No more 
Jap shore batteries opened up on 
me that morning. 

Even so, 1 was having a pretty 
tough time. Currents kept shov- 
ing me on toward Munda. Japs 
were hidden there with rifles, and 
kept popping at me. I did my 
damnedest, but slowly I kept get- 
ting closer. I don’t know, but I 
guess I swam twenty miles that 
day, all in the same place. Some- 
times I would be so tired I'd just 
have to stop, but whenever I did, 
bingo! There I was, heading 
the shore and the Japs. I must 
say, though, that Jap rifles are 
a fine spur to a man’s ambitions.

watched those Marine F4Us com-

kind of thought maybe something 
like that was in the wind at head- 
quarters.

The next raft landed above 
me, and drifted toward me, -Gosh, 
they’re remarkable things. I pulled 
it out of the bag, pumped the 
handle of the CO2 container, and 
the lovely yellow devil puffed 
right out. 


But my troubles were only start- 
ing. The wind and currents shoved 
that raft toward the shore, but 
fast. I did everything I could to 
hold it back, and paddled until 
I eould hardly raise my right arm, 
Then some F4U pilot with an IQ 
of about 420—boy, how I would 
like to meet that guy—dropped 
me his parachute. It was his only 
parachute and from then on he 
was upstairs on his own. But it 
made me a swell sea anchor, 
Drifting far behind in the. water, 
it slowed me down. That Marine 
was a plenty smart cookie. 

It was now about noon, and 
even though I was plenty scared, 
I was hungry.

His course took 
him over the heart of the Jap in- 
-stallations.. He was low and big 
and a sure target.

have grown things in unlikely 
places, almost in cracks in the 
rocks, where there was a bit of 
earth.

becoming another “City of Roses.” | 

A compilation of sales figures frdm retail sales organizations 
in this area and a survey covering plants shipped direct to buyers 
from rose specialists in other parts of the nation indicate home 
owners in the Greater St. Louis trading area are investing nearly 
$250,000 in new rose bushes this planting season. This Means 300,000 
or more plants are being distributed in the metropolitan area and 
within a 100-mile radius. More than half of this business is being 


done by local establishments. 


Spearhead of all this activity is 
the’ Rose Society of Greater St. 
Louis, local ‘unit of the American 
Rose Society, which held its first 
annual rose show in the Jewel 
Box at Forest Park last May and 
has scheduled its second for May 
21-22 in the Jewel Box. The local 
rose society has grown from a 
mere handful of enthusiasts to 
more than 100 members in a little 
over two years, and the general 
garden clubs always find time for 
one or more programs dealing 
‘with roses during a club year. 

An important factor in the sale 
of plants here this year is the 
thousands of new homes that have 
been built in hundreds of new 
subdivisions of the metropolitan 
area since the war ended. In St. 
Louis county alone, one of six 
making up Metropolitan St. Louis, 
nearly 5000 single-family dwell- 
ings were built last year. Since 
a half-dozen plants for each of 
5000 homes add up to 30,000, the 
sales figures, which might other- 
wise seem extraordinary, begin to 
make sense. 

Getting More Popular. 

Rose enthusiasts, once they get 
interested, never stop with a mere 
half dozen plants, even though 
they may have only a small lot 
on which to plant. Ray Mills, 
president of the Rose Society this 
year, who admits he didn’t know 
one rose from another a couple of 
years ago, bought 140 new high- 
quality plants this spring for his 
garden at 22 The Orchards. 

Rose plants are sold in two 
Ways, with roots bare of earth 
wrapped in peat-moss or shavings, 
and “potted” ‘in a block of earth 
about the size of a one-gallon 
syrup bucket. There’s always a 
great argument about which is 
the best way to buy, with local 
nurserymen who quite naturally 
deal extensively in “potted” plants 
holding out for their way. The

Few Germans—or Americans, 
British or French—would approve 
100 per cent his policies or per- 
formances in Germany and Ber- 
lin. Neither critics nor friends 
took fully into account the fact 
that he could do little on his own 
without State Department and 
7 backing. 

hree-man committee appoint- 
ed by the Army last month ac- 
cused Gen. Clay and his officials 
with having failed to smash a 
single one of Germany’s big mo- 
nopolies, Clay denied the charges. 

He is by far the best known 
American in Germany — perhaps 
the best known of any national- 
ity. Even behind the “iron cur- 
tain” they know the American 
general as the man who said “no” 
to Russia. 

When the West introduced new 
currency in Berlin it was called 
by Berliners the “Clay mark.”

FC. MIKE COLALILLO, One- 
Hundredth Infantry Division, 
won his medal for Meritorious 
action near Untergreiesheim, Ger- 
many, April 7, 1945. He formed a 
ohe-man spearhead for his unit 
and killed 25 Germans in bitter 
fighting atop a tank and on foot. 

Today, Mike and his young wife 
Lina, with their two-year-old son, 
Albert, are living in.a two-room 

partment with eight other fam- 
les in a barracks formerly used 
for wartime shipyard workers at 
Duluth, Minn. 

He ts ‘working at the Interlake 
Iron Co, as a storeroom clerk, re- 
ceives a fair salary but has ‘had 
no promotions. 

Immediately after getting home 
from the war he went to work 
for the company, but soon left 
his job to try to graduate from 
high school. He was able to fi- 
nance only two semesters before 
he had to return to Interlake, 
where his seniority rights were 
forfeited. 

The Colalillos looked more than 
a year before they found their 
barracks home, for which they pay 
$20 monthly. Their last place, 
larger and heated for $40, was 
so cold the baby awoke one morn- 
ing with blue cheeks and fin- 
ally had pneumonia. 

A newspaper advertisement 
brought several responses with 
rent at $50 to $100 monthly. “Guess 
they all thought Mike was a mil- 
lionaire,” saide Lina. 

Their present place has a 
cooking and heating stove in 
their living room - kitchen, a 
bedroom and a shower. It is kept 
very neat and clean, Mike 
doesn’t complain, but he said he

GT. FORREST L. VOSLER, 

Heavy Bombardment Group, 

United States Air Forces, 
gained the medal for extreme 
valor on a. bombing raid over 
Bremen, Germany, Dec. 20, 1943, 
in a-Flying Fortress. Acting as 
radio operator and gunner he was 
wounded in the thigh and face. 
He asked to be thrown overboard 
to lighten the crippled plane. 
Though his eye was shot away he 
managed to fend off attacking 
fighters until the ship was ditched 
in the English channel, and then 
saved the wounded tail gunner by 
holding him on the ship’s wing 
until rescued, 

Vosler now lives at Marcellus, 
N. Y., and is employed by the 
Veterans Administration at Syra- 
cuse. Before joining the VA he 
studied at Syracuse University 
and later took a job as a radio 
station engineer. While at the 
university Vosler married the for- 
mer Virginia Slack of Spring- 
field, Vt. They have a daughter, 
three, and a year-old son. 

Vosler’s work with the VA is 
as contact representative who 
helps adjust the claims of vet- 
erans. Veterans, he finds, rare- 
ly talk about the war. One of 
his observations is that veter- 
ans who are maimed are the 
most reluctant to take the bene- 
fits to which they are entitled. 
He figures they “feel lucky to 
be alive” and are willing to let 
it go at that. The VA pays 
him an enamel salary of $3500.

GT CHARLES E. “COMMAN- 
S DO” KELLY, Thirty-sixth In- 

fantry Division, was awarded 
his medal after an all-night fight 
in a storehouse near Altavilla, 
Italy. Kelly, out of ammunition, 
used 60-millimeter shells as gre- 
nades, pulling the fuses with his 
hands. Later, he held the post 
until his comrades withdrew, load- 
ing and firing a rocket launcher 
from the window. 

Kelly now is employed as an 
investigator by Charles Margiotti, 
a criminal lawyer of Pittsburgh. 
He got the job last December and 
it consists of serving papers and 
interviewing witnesses. 

Kelly is married and is the 
father of two children, Virginia 
Elien, 8, and Charles Jr., 2. After 
his discharge he operated a gaso- 
line station for a time but gave 
it up because the overhead was 
too high. Later he stumped for

Spurrier turned down several 
offers to have his name identified 
as a Medal of Honor winner linked 
with local business enterprises. 


Though he is no longer pointed 
out on the street as the “one-man 
army,” Spurrier’s deeds have not 
been forgotten.. Most people in 
Bluefield can tell you who Junior 
Spurrier is, and what he-did.

ASTER SGT. VITO ROCCO 
Mzzrropo, Forty-Second In-

ySauverbraten With Potato 


Chef Keller peeled, potatoes

By FRANCES DAWSON 


AUERBRATEN is a pickled pot roast originating in Ger- - 
many. Its distinctive flavor is derived from the marin- 
ade in which the meat is allowed to soak and later 

cook. The secret of a good sauerbraten lies in the marinade. 
Potato pancakes are often served with it. 

Edwin Keller, chef at the Federal Reserve Bank em- 
ployes’ cafeteria, soaks a solid piece of beef, usually top 
sirloin, in a marinade of dry red wine, vinegar, coarsely 
diced vegetables, bay leaves, whole black peppercorns, 
cloves, mustard seeds and rosemary. Beef remains in 
marinade under refrigeration for at least five days. 

When removed from marinade meat is dried, browned 
well on all sides, and sprinkled with flour, salt and pepper. 
Diced vegetables are then placed in a heavy saucepan, 
and browned meat and heated liquid part of marinade are 
added. Saucepan is covered tightly and meat is allowed to 
stew slowly for three or four hours. 

To make potato pancakes, peeled potatoes and onion 
are grated. Liquid which draws is discarded, and beaten 
eggs, minced parsley, nutmeg, salt and pepper to taste are 
stirred in well. Batter is dropped by spoonfuls into hot 
fat in skillet and browned on both sides. Fat should cover 
bottom of skillet and be heated to 350 degrees or it will
